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Newsom using stark 
language as he seeks to 
stay in office 


(AP) — California Gov. Gavin Newsom is 
using increasingly stark language as he cam- 
paigns in the final month of a tight recall elec- 
tion, calling it “a matter of life or death” that 
voters keep him in office and he is increas- 
ingly targeting a single Republican candidate: 
talk show host Larry Elder. 


Mail-in voting already has started and Democrats 
worry their voters are less aware and motivated 
than Republicans, who gathered the signatures that 
gave voters a chance to boot Newsom from office 
a year early. Election Day is Sept. 14 but most votes 
will be cast before then. 

Newsom, a first-term Democrat who earlier relied 
on the bully pulpit of his office to make his case, 
is now in campaign mode, with a packed schedule 
of events. President Joe Biden announced plans to 
campaign for him, and prominent Democrats are 
warning California’s pandemic response, environ- 
mental leadership and progressive values are un- 
der serious threat. Newsom’s latest campaign ad, 
released Monday, puts the election in blunt terms: 
“What's at stake in the Sept. 14 recall? It's a matter 
of life and death,” the narrator says. The ad calls 
Elder “the top Republican candidate” and high- 
lights his opposition to mask and vaccine mandates. 
Elder, who is seeking to become California’s first 
Black governor, tweeted that Newsom has repeat- 
edly “quashed our freedoms” with his actions dur- 
ing the pandemic that included the nation’s first 
statewide stay-home order while “allowing crime 
and homelessness to balloon.”

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Biden to address nation on deadly chaos in Afghanistan 


(AP) — President Joe Biden will 
address the nation on Monday 
about the U.S. evacuation from 
Afghanistan, after the planned 
withdrawal of American forces 
turned deadly at Kabul’s airport 
as thousands tried to flee the 
country after the Taliban’s take- 
over. 


Biden returned to the White House 
Monday afternoon from the Camp 
David presidential retreat ahead of his 
planned speech at 3:45 p.m. from the 
East Room. It will be his first public 
remarks on the Afghanistan situation 
in nearly a week. Biden and other top 
U.S. officials had been stunned by 
the pace of the Taliban’s swift routing 
of the Afghan military. 


Senior U.S. military officials say the 
chaos at the airport left seven people 
dead Monday, including some who 
fell from a departing American mili- 
tary transport jet. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to publicly 
discuss ongoing operations. 


Afghans rushed onto the tarmac of 
the capital’s airport as thousands tried 
to escape after the Taliban seized 
power. Some clung to the side of a 
U.S. military plane before takeoff, in 
a widely shared video that captured 
the desperation as America’s 20-year 
war comes to a chaotic end. 


Another video showed the Afghans 
falling as the plane gained altitude 
over Kabul. U.S. troops resorted to 
firing warning shots and using heli- 
copters to clear a path for transport 
aircraft. 


The Pentagon confirmed Monday 
that U.S. forces shot and killed two 
individuals it said were armed, as 
Biden ordered another battalion of 
troops — about 1,000 troops — to 
secure the airfield, which was closed 
to arrivals and departures for hours 
Monday because of civilians on the 
runway. 


The speed of the Afghan govern- 
ment’s collapse and the ensuing chaos 
posed the most serious test of Biden 
as commander in chief, and he came 
under withering criticism from Re- 


publicans who said that he had failed. 


Biden campaigned as a seasoned ex- 
pert in international relations and has 
spent months downplaying the pros- 
pect of an ascendant Taliban while 
arguing that Americans of all politi- 
cal persuasions have tired of a 20-year 
war, a conflict that demonstrated the 
limits of money and military might to 
force a Western-style democracy on 
a society not ready or willing to em- 
brace it. 


National security adviser Jake Sulli- 
van said Monday that the “speed with 
which cities fell was much greater 


than anyone anticipated.” He blamed 
the government’s fall on the Afghans 
themselves, telling NBC’s “Today” 
show that the U.S. ultimately could 
not give Afghan security forces the 
“will” to fight to defend their fledg- 


ling democracy. 


“Despite the fact that we spent 20 
years and tens of billions of dollars 
to give the best equipment, the best 
training and the best capacity to the 
Afghan security forces, we could not 
give them the will and they ultimate- 
ly decided that they would not fight 
for Kabul and they would not fight 
for the country,” Sullivan said. 





The turmoil in Afghanistan resets 
the focus in an unwelcome way for 
a president who has largely focused 
on a domestic agenda that includes 
emerging from the pandemic, win- 
ning congressional approval for tril- 
lions of dollars in infrastructure 
spending and protecting voting rights. 


Biden remained at Camp David 
over the weekend, receiving regular 
briefings on Afghanistan and hold- 
ing secure video conference calls 
with members of his national secu- 
rity team, according to senior White 
House officials. His administration 
released a single photo of the presi- 
dent on Sunday alone in a conference 
room meeting virtually with military, 
diplomatic and intelligence experts. 


He was briefed again by his national 
security team on Monday before re- 
turning to Washington. 


Biden is the fourth U.S. president to 
confront challenges in Afghanistan 
and has insisted he wouldn’t hand 
America’s longest war to his succes- 
sor. But he will likely have to explain 
how security in Afghanistan unrav- 
eled so quickly, especially since he 
and others in the administration have 
insisted it wouldn’t happen. 


“The jury is still out, but the likeli- 
hood there’s going to be the Taliban 
overrunning everything and owning 
the whole country is highly unlikely,” 
Biden said on July 8. 


Just last week, though, administra- 
tion officials warned privately that the 
military was crumbling, prompting 
Biden on Thursday to order thou- 
sands of American troops into the 
region to speed up evacuation plans. 


Presidents Barack Obama and Don- 
ald Trump also yearned to leave Af- 
ghanistan, but ultimately stood down 
in the face of resistance from military 
leaders and other political concerns. 
Biden, on the other hand, has been 
steadfast in his refusal to change the 
Aug. 31 deadline, in part because of 
his belief that the American public is 
on his side. 


A late July ABC News/Ipsos poll, for 


instance, showed 55% of Americans 
approving of Biden’s handling of the 
troop withdrawal. 


Most Republicans have not pushed 
Biden to keep troops in Afghanistan 
over the long term and they also sup- 
ported Trump’s own push to exit 
the country. Still, some in the GOP 
stepped up their critique of Biden’s 
withdrawal strategy and said images 
from Sunday of American helicopters 
circling the U.S. Embassy in Kabul 
evoked the humiliating departure of 
U.S. personnel from Vietnam. 





Senate Republican leader Mitch Mc- 
Connell deemed the scenes of with- 
drawal as “the embarrassment of a 
superpower laid low.” 


Senior administration officials be- 
lieve the U.S. will be able to main- 
tain security at the Kabul airport long 
enough to extricate Americans and 
their allies, but the fate of those un- 
able to get to the airport was far from 
certain. 


In the upper ranks of Biden’s staff, 
the rapid collapse in Afghanistan only 
confirmed the decision to leave: If 





the meltdown of the Afghan forces 
would come so quickly after nearly 
two decades of American presence, 
another six months or a year or two 
or more would not have changed 
anything. 


Biden has argued for more than a 
decade that Afghanistan was a kind 
of purgatory for the United States. 
He found it to be corrupt, addicted 
to America’s largesse and an unreli- 
able partner that should be made to 
fend for itself. His goal was to protect 
Americans from terrorist attacks, not 
building a country. 


In July he said he made the decision to 
withdraw with “clear eyes.” His judg- 
ment was that Afghanistan would be 
divided in a peace agreement with the 
Taliban, rather than falling all at once. 


“There’s going to be no circumstance 
where you see people being lifted off 
the roof of a embassy in the — of the 
United States from Afghanistan,” he 
said in July. “The likelihood there’s 
going to be one unified government 
in Afghanistan controlling the whole 
country is highly unlikely.” 
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After delays, construction on Obama Center begins in Chicago 





(AP) — Five years after 
Barack Obama chose Chi- 
cago as the site for his leg- 
acy project, construction 
officially began Monday 
on the Obama Presiden- 
tial Center.

Roadway closures were set 
up and a bulldozer pulled 
up to start digging up part of 
the 19-acre lakefront site in 
Jackson Park, which is near 
the Obama family home and 


the University of Chicago 
where the former president 
once taught law. The Obama 
Foundation, which an- 
nounced preliminary work in 
April, said a formal ground- 
breaking ceremony would 
take place in the fall. 


Progress on the $500 mil- 
lion center has been delayed 
by lawsuits and a federal re- 
view required because of the 
location of the park, which is 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Also, con- 
cerns about displacing Black 
residents stretched into a 
yearslong battle, resulting in 
neighborhood protections 
—including for affordable 
housing. 


“We are incredibly proud to 


build the Obama Presidential 
Center here, just a couple of 
miles away from where Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Obama start- 
ed their journey,” Valerie Jar- 
rett, president of the Obama 
Foundation, said in a state- 
ment. “We are on the heels of 
the work of so many whose 
efforts made the election of 
our first Black president pos- 
sible. We look forward to de- 
livering on the commitments 
we've made to our neighbors 
and our fellow Chicagoans as 
we continue on our road to 
groundbreaking.” 








The multi-building com- 
plex will include a museum, 
public library branch, athletic 
center, children’s play area 
and a test kitchen. Obama’s 
documents will be available 


in digital form. 


During a Chicago appear- 
ance in June, Obama said he 
hoped the center would help 
promote the city’s South 
Side and bring Chicagoans 
together. 


“Our goal has been, how do 
we create an institution that 
not only is helping to pro- 
mote the sort of civic en- 
gagement and progressive 
change that I believe happens 
when ordinary people just 
get involved in their com- 
munities,” he said. “But also 
how can we make this into 
something that helps bring 
Chicago together at a time 
when Chicago like much of 
the country sometimes feels 


divided.” 





Misinformation at public forums vexes local boards, big tech 


(AP) — There are plenty 
of places to turn for ac- 
curate information about 
COVID-19. Your physi- 
cian. Local health depart- 
ments. The U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control. 


But not, perhaps, your local 
government's public com- 
ment session. 


During a meeting of the St. 
Louis County Council earli- 
er this month, opponents of a 
possible mask mandate made 
so many misleading com- 
ments about masks, vaccines 
and COVID-19 that You- 
Tube removed the video for 
violating its policies against 
false claims about the virus. 


“I hope no one is making any 
medical decisions based on 
what they hear at our public 
forums,” said County Coun- 
cilwoman Lisa Clancy, who 
supports mask wearing and 
said she believes most of her 
constituents do too. The vid- 
eo was restored, but Clancy’s 
worries about the impact of 
that misinformation remain. 





Videos of local government 
meetings have emerged as the 
latest vector of COVID-19 
misinformation, broadcast- 
ing misleading claims about 
masks and vaccines to mil- 
lions and creating new chal- 
lenges for internet platforms 
trying to balance the poten- 
tial harm against the need for 
government openness. 





The latest video to go vi- 
ral features a local physician 
who made several mislead- 


ing claims about COVID-19 
while addressing the Mount 
Vernon Community School 
Corporation in Fortville, 
Indiana, on Aug. 6. In his 
6-minute remarks, Dr. Dan 
Stock tells the board that 
masks don’t work, vaccines 
don’t prevent infection, and 
state and federal health offi- 


cials don’t follow the science. 





The video has amassed tens 
of millions of online views, 
and prompted the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
to push back. Stock did not 
return multiple messages 
seeking comment. 


“Here comes a doctor in sus- 
penders who goes in front of 
the school board and basi- 
cally says what some people 
are thinking: the masks are 
B.S., vaccines don't work and 
the CDC is lying — it can 
be very compelling to lay- 
people,” said Dr. Zubin Da- 
mania, a California physician 
who received so many mes- 
sages about the Indiana clip 
that he created his own video 
debunking Stock’s claims. 


Damania hosts a popular on- 
line medical show under the 
name ZDoggMD. His video 
debunking Stocks com- 
ments has been viewed more 
than 400,000 times so far. He 
said that while there are legit- 
imate questions about the ef- 
fectiveness of mask require- 
ments for children, Stock’s 
broad criticism of masks and 
vaccines went too far. 





YouTube removed several 
similar videos of local gov- 


ernment meetings in North 
Carolina, Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Washington state. In 
Bellingham, Washington, 
officials responded by tem- 
porarily suspending public 
comment sessions. 


The false claims in those vid- 
eos were made during the 
portion of the meeting de- 
voted to public comment. 
Local officials have no con- 
trol over what is said at these 
forums, and say that’s part of 
the point. 


In Kansas, YouTube pulled 
video of the May school board 
meeting in the 27,000-stu- 
dent Shawnee Mission dis- 
trict in which parents and a 
state lawmaker called for the 
district to remove its mask 
mandate, citing “medical 
misinformation.” 


The district, where a mask 
mandate remains in ef- 
fect, responded by ending 
livestreaming of the public 
comment period. District 
spokesman David Smith ac- 
knowledged that it has been 
challenging to balance mak- 
ing the board meetings acces- 
sible and not spreading falla- 
cles. 


“It was hard for me to hear 
things in the board meet- 
ing that weren’t true and to 
know that those were go- 
ing out without contradic- 
tion,” Smith said. “I am all 
about free speech, but when 
that free speech endangers 
people’s lives, it is hard to sit 
through that.” 


After hearing from local of- 
ficials, YouTube reversed its 
decision and put the videos 
back up. Earlier this month 
the company, which is owned 
by Google, announced a 
change to its COVID mis- 
information policy to allow 
exceptions for local govern- 
ment meetings — though 
YouTube may still remove 
content that uses remarks 
from public forums in an at- 
tempt to mislead. 





“While we have clear poli- 
cles to remove harmful CO- 
VID-19 misinformation, we 
also recognize the importance 
of organizations like school 
districts and city councils us- 
ing YouTube to share record- 
ings of open public forums, 
even when comments at 
those forums may violate our 
policies,” company spokes- 
woman Elena Hernandez 
said. 


The deluge of false claims 
about the virus has chal- 
lenged other platforms too. 
Twitter and Facebook each 
have their own policies on 
COVID-19 misinformation, 
and say that like YouTube 
they attach labels to mislead- 
ing content and remove the 
worst of it. 


Public comment sessions 
preceding local government 
meetings have long been 
known for sometimes color- 
ful remarks from local resi- 
dents. But before the internet, 
if someone were to drone on 
about fluoride in the drink- 
ing water, for instance, their 
comments weren't likely to 








become national news. 


Now, thanks to the inter- 
net and social media, the 
misleading musings of a lo- 
cal doctor speaking before 
a school board can compete 
for attention with the recom- 
mendations of the CDC. 


It was only a matter of time 
before misleading comments 
at these local public forums 
went viral, according to Jen- 
nifer Grygiel, a communica- 
tions professor at Syracuse 
University who studies social 
media platforms. 


Grygiel suggested a few 
possible ways to minimize 
the impact of misinforma- 
tion without muzzling local 
governments. Grygiel said 
clear labels on government 
broadcasts would help view- 
ers understand what they’re 
watching. Keeping the video 
on the government’s website, 
instead of making it shareable 
on YouTube, could allow lo- 
cal residents to watch with- 
out enabling the spread of 
videos more widely. 


“Anytime there is a public 
arena — a city council hear- 
ing, a school board meeting, 
a public park — the public 
has the opportunity to po- 
tentially spread misinforma- 
tion,” Grygiel said. “What's 
changed is it used to stay lo- 
cal.” 
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Kabul airport plunges into chaos as Taliban patrols capital 


(AP) — Thousands of Af- 
ghans rushed into Kabul’s 
main airport Monday, 
some so desperate to es- 
cape the Taliban that they 
held onto a military jet as 
it took off and plunged 
to their deaths. At least 
seven people died in the 
chaos, U.S. officials said, 
as America’s longest war 
ended with its enemy the 
victor. 


The crowds came while the 
Taliban enforced their rule 
over the capital of 5 mil- 
lion people after a lightning 
advance across the country 
that took just over a week 
to dethrone the country’s 
Western-backed government. 
There were no major reports 
of abuses or fighting, but 
many residents stayed home 
and remained fearful after 
the insurgents’ advance saw 
prisons emptied and armor- 
ies looted. 





Across the nation, the Inter- 
national Committee of the 
Red Cross warned that thou- 
sands had been wounded in 
fighting. Elsewhere, security 
forces and politicians handed 
over their provinces and bas- 
es without a fight, likely be- 
lieving the two-decade West- 
ern experiment to remake 
Afghanistan would not sur- 
vival the resurgent Taliban. 
The last American troops had 


planned to withdraw at the 
end of the month. 


“The world is following 
events in Afghanistan with 
a heavy heart and deep dis- 
quiet about what lies ahead,” 
warned United Nations 
Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres. 


As the U.S. military and oth- 
ers continued evacuation 
flights, Afghans swarmed 
over the international air- 
port’s tarmac. Some climbed 
into aircraft parked on the 
taxiway, while others dangled 
precariously off a jet bridge. 


U.S. troops took positions to 
guard the active runway, but 
the crowd stormed past them 
and their armored vehicles. 
Gunshots rang out. As one 
U.S. Air Force Boeing C-17 
Globemaster III tried to take 
off, a helicopter did low runs 
in front of it to try to drive 
people off the runway. 


Videos showed a group of Af- 
ghans hanging onto the plane 
just before takeoff and several 
falling through the air as the 
airplane rapidly gained alti- 
tude over the city. 


Senior American military of- 
ficials, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity to discuss 
the ongoing operation, told 
The Associated Press that the 


chaos left seven dead, includ- 
ing several who fell from the 
flight. Pentagon spokesman 
John Kirby said U.S. forces 
killed two people he de- 
scribed as carrying weapons 
in the melee. He said 1,000 
more U.S. troops would be 
deployed to secure the air- 
field and back up the 2,500 
already there. 


All flights at the airport — 
both military and civilian 
— were halted until Afghan 
civilians can be cleared from 
the runway, Kirby added. 


Late Monday night, hun- 
dreds of people remained 
trapped between American 
forces trying to push them 
out of the airport and Taliban 
forces trying to keep them in, 
witnesses said. An Associated 
Press journalist also saw what 
appeared to be an airstrike 
target two vehicles near the 
airport. 


More than 300 people were 
evacuated aboard a Turkish 
Airlines flight after Turkish 
soldiers cleared the runway. 
Senol Celik, who identified 
himself as a Turkish Embassy 
employee, said people “threw 
themselves in front of the 
plane.” 


“They wanted to board the 
plane. They wanted to escape 
Afghanistan,” he said. “We 





were afraid that the plane 
would return and that we 
would enter that chaos. We 
were sad for those people.” 


Shafi Arifi, who had a ticket 
to travel to Uzbekistan on 
Sunday, was unable to board 
his plane because it was 
packed with people who had 
raced across the tarmac and 
climbed aboard, with no po- 
lice or airport staff in sight. 


“There was no room for us 
to stand,” said the 24-year- 
old. “Children were cry- 
ing, women were shouting, 
young and old men were 
so angry and upset, no one 
could hear each other. There 
was no oxygen to breathe.” 


After a woman fainted and 
was carried off the plane, 
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Arifi gave up and returned 
home. 





Other Afghans, like Ra- 
khmatula Kuyash, are also 
trying to leave through land 
border crossings, all of which 


are now controlled by the 
Taliban. 


“Pm lost and I don’t know 
what to do,” said Kuyash, 
who crossed into Uzbekistan 
on Sunday after leaving his 
children and relatives in Af- 
ghanistan. “I left everything 
behind.” 


Others were not so lucky. 
Uzbekistan air defenses shot 
down an Afghan military air- 
craft that tried to enter the 
country without permission. 
The two pilots were report- 
edly injured and in custody. 





A new day': Opposition leader elected president in Zambia 


(AP) — Zambia’s vet- 
eran opposition leader 
Hakainde Hichilema has 
won the southern African 
country’s presidency with 


more than 50% of the vote. 


Hichilema was declared pres- 
ident—elect early Monday af- 
ter getting more than 2.8 mil- 
lion votes to President Edgar 
Lungu’s 1.8 million votes, 
achieving one of the biggest 
electoral wins in Zambia’s 


history. 


President Edgar Lungu, 64, 
accepted defeat and said he 
would work for a “peaceful 
transfer of power.” 


Hichilema welcomed Lun- 
gu's concession but described 
the outgoing government as a 
“brutal regime.” Hichilema 
had been arrested multiple 
times and spent some time in 
jail on treason charges under 





Lungu's government, but he 
said he would not seek ven- 
geance or retribution. 


Preaching unity in Zambia, 
a country of 18 million peo- 
ple with several political and 
ethnic divisions, Hichilema 
urged an end to all politi- 
cal violence in which several 
people died in the run-up to 
the elections. 





“It is indeed a new day. 
Change is here,” said Hich- 
ilema on Monday. “Let’s put 
the past behind us. We are 
not going into office to arrest 
those who arrested us ... to 
replace those that have been 
very violent against our peo- 
ple only to start a new wave 
of violence.” 


Hichilema, a 59-year old 
businessman contesting the 
presidency for the sixth time, 
promised democratic re- 
forms, investor-friendly eco- 
nomic policies, better debt 
management as well as “zero 


tolerance” to corruption. 


Hichilema garnered more 
than half of the nearly 5 mil- 
lion votes cast to win the 
presidency outright, without 
having to go to a runoff elec- 
tion. About 80% of the coun- 
try’s registered voters cast 
their ballots. 


Hichilema will become Zam- 
bia’s seventh president since 
the reintroduction of multi- 
party democracy in 1991 by 
founding president, the late 
Kenneth Kaunda, who had 
ruled the country as a one- 
party state for more than two 
decades. 


Hichilema narrowly lost two 
previous elections to Lungu 
in 2015 and 2016. His sup- 
port grew in each of those 
polls and in 2016 he lost by 
just 100,000 votes. 


Hichilema and Lungu met 
later Monday, a sign of the 
start of a smooth transition. 


In pictures posted on Lun- 
gu's Twitter page, both men 
smiled as they showed their 
parties? political hand sym- 
bols. Also in the photos were 
Jakaya Kikwete, the former 
president of Tanzania who 
was the head of the Com- 
monwealth's observer mis- 
sion, and Ernest Bai Koroma, 
the former president of Sier- 
ra Leone who was the head of 
the African Union's observer 
mission. 


Zambians celebrated over- 
night, with hundreds of Hi- 
chilema’s frenzied supporters 
turning his home on the out- 
skirts of the capital, Lusaka, 
into a party zone. 


Hichilema has his work cut 
out for him, as his supporters 
are looking to him to increase 
employment and cut out cor- 
ruption. “We will fix this!” 
was one of his popular cam- 
paign slogans. 
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Detainee says China has secret jail in Dubai, holds Uyghurs 





(AP) - A young Chinese 
woman says she was held 
for eight days at a Chi- 
nese-run secret detention 
facility in Dubai along 
with at least two Uyghurs, 
in what may be the first 
evidence that China is op- 
erating a so-called “black 
site” beyond its borders. 


The woman, 26-year-old 
Wu Huan, was on the run 
to avoid extradition back to 
China because her fiancé was 
considered a Chinese dissi- 
dent. Wu told The Associated 
Press she was abducted from 
a hotel in Dubai and detained 
by Chinese officials at a villa 
converted into a jail, where 
she saw or heard two other 
prisoners, both Uyghurs. 


She was questioned and 
threatened in Chinese and 
forced to sign legal docu- 
ments incriminating her fi- 
ancé for harassing her, she 
said. She was finally released 
on June 8 and is now seeking 
asylum in the Netherlands. 


While “black sites” are com- 
mon in China, Wu's account 
is the only testimony known 
to experts that Beijing has 
set one up in another coun- 
try. Such a site would reflect 
how China is increasingly 
using its international clout 
to detain or bring back citi- 
zens it wants from overseas, 
whether they are dissidents, 
corruption suspects or ethnic 
minorities like the Uyghurs. 


The AP was unable to con- 
firm or disprove Wu’s ac- 
count independently, and 
she could not pinpoint the 
exact location of the black 
site. However, reporters have 
seen and heard corroborating 


evidence including stamps 
in her passport, a phone re- 
cording of a Chinese official 
asking her questions and text 
messages that she sent from 
jail to a pastor helping the 
couple. 


China’s Foreign Ministry de- 
nied her story. “What I can 
tell you is that the situation 
the person talked about is not 
true,” ministry spokesperson 
Hua Chunying said Monday. 


Dubai Police stated Monday 
that any claims of a Chinese 
woman detained by local au- 
thorities on behalf of a for- 
elgn country are false, and 
that Wu freely exited the 
country with her friend three 
months ago. 


“Dubai does not detain any 
foreign nationals without 
following internationally ac- 
cepted procedures and local 
law enforcement processes, 
nor does it allow foreign gov- 
ernments to run any deten- 
tion centers within its bor- 
ders,” said a statement from 
the Dubai government media 
office. “Dubai also follows 
all recognized global norms 
and procedures set by inter- 
national organizations like 
Interpol in the detainment, 
interrogation and transfer of 
fugitives sought by foreign 
governments.” 


Black sites are clandestine 
jails where prisoners gener- 
ally are not charged with a 
crime and have no legal re- 
course, with no bail or court 
order. Many in China are 
used to stop petitioners with 
grievances against local gov- 
ernments, and they often 
take the form of rooms in 
hotels or guesthouses. 


Yu-Jie Chen, an assistant 
professor at Taiwan’s Aca- 
demia Sinica, said she had 
not heard of a Chinese se- 
cret jail in Dubai, and such 
a facility in another country 
would be unusual. However, 
she also noted that it would 
be in keeping with China’s 
attempts to do all it can to 
bring select citizens back, 
both through official means 
such as signing extradition 
treaties and unofficial means 
such as revoking visas or put- 
ting pressure on family back 
home. 


“(China) really wasn’t inter- 
ested in reaching out until re- 
cent years,” said Chen, who 
has tracked China’s inter- 
national legal actions. “This 
trend is increasingly robust.” 


Chen said Uyghurs in par- 


ticular were being extradited 
or returned to China, which 
has been detaining the most- 
ly Muslim minority on sus- 
picion of terrorism even for 
relatively harmless acts like 
praying. The Uyghur Hu- 
man Rights Project tracked 
89 Uyghurs detained or de- 
ported from nine countries 
from 1997 to 2007 through 
public reports. That number 
steadily increased to reach 
1,327 from 20 countries from 
2014 until now, the group 
found. 


Wu and her fiancé, 19-year- 
old Wang Jingyu, are not Uy- 
ghur but rather Han Chinese, 
the majority ethnicity in Chi- 
na. Wang is wanted by China 
because he posted messages 
questioning Chinese media 
coverage of the Hong Kong 
protests in 2019 and China’s 
actions in a border clash with 
India. 


Along with Uyghurs, China 
has been cracking down on 
perceived dissidents and hu- 
man rights activists, and has 
launched a massive effort to 
get back suspect officials as 
part of a national anti-cor- 


ruption campaign. Under 
President Xi Jinping, China’s 
most authoritarian leader 


in decades, Beying brought 
back 1,421 people in 2020 
alone for alleged corruption 
and financial crime under 
Operation Skynet. How- 
ever, the AP could not find 
comprehensive numbers for 
how many Chinese citizens 
overall have been detained or 
deported from overseas 1n re- 
cent years. 


Dubai also has a history as 
a place where Uyghurs are 
interrogated and deported 
back to China. And activ- 
ists say Dubai itself has been 
linked to secret interroga- 
tions involving other coun- 
tries. Radha Stirling, a legal 
advocate who founded the 
advocacy group Detained in 
Dubai, said she has worked 
with about a dozen people 
who have reported being held 
in villas in the UAE, includ- 
ing citizens of Canada, India 
and Jordan but not China. 


“There is no doubt that the 
UAE has detained people 
on behalf of foreign govern- 
ments with whom they are 
allied,” Stirling said. “I don’t 
think they would at all shrug 
their shoulders to a request 
from such a powerful ally.” 


However, Patrick Theros, a 
former U.S. ambassador to 
Qatar who is now strategic 
advisor to the Gulf Interna- 
tional Forum, called the alle- 
gations “totally out of charac- 
ter” for the Emiratis. 


“They don't allow allies free- 
dom of movement,” he said. 
“The idea that the Chinese 
would have a clandestine 
center, it makes no sense.” 


The U.S. State Department 
had no comment on Wu’s 
specific case or on whether 
there is a Chinese-run black 
site in Dubai. 


“We will continue to coordi- 
nate with allies and partners

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Paralympics follow lead of Olympics: No fans during pandemic 


(AP) — All fans will be 
barred from the Paralym- 
pics in Japan because of 
the coronavirus pandem- 
ic, just as they were from 
the  recently-completed 
Tokyo Olympics, organiz- 
ers said Monday. 


There were a few exceptions 
made during the Olympics 
with some fans allowed in 
outlying areas away from To- 
kyo. This time, all fans will 
be barred except the possibil- 
ity of some children attend- 
ing a few unspecified events. 


Organizers have also asked 
the public not to come out to 
view road events. 


The decision was announced 
after a meeting with Interna- 
tional Paralympic Commit- 
tee president Andrew Par- 
sons, organizing committee 
president Seiko Hashimoto, 
Tokyo Governor Yuriko 
Koike and Olympic Minister 
Tamayo Marukawa. 


The Paralympics open on 


Aug. 24 with about 4,400 ath- 
letes, a far smaller event than 
the Olympics with 11,000 
athletes. But the Paralympics 
come as new infections have 
accelerated in Tokyo, which 
may expose an athlete popu- 
lation that is more vulnerable 


to COVID-19. 


Parsons, speaking at a news 
conference, said there was no 
room for complacency in the 
wake of the Olympics. 


“In light of the current case 
numbers in Tokyo and wider 
Japan, everyone attending 
these games must be vigi- 
lant,” Parsons said. 


New infections in Tokyo tri- 
pled during the 17 days of the 
Olympics, although medi- 
cal experts said the surge was 
not directly linked the Tokyo 
Games. Rather, experts sug- 
gested an indirect effect as 
the public was distracted and 
lulled into a false sense of se- 
curity that staging the Games 
offered. 


With the situation grow- 
ing worse, Japanese Prime 
Minister Yoshihide Suga on 
Monday said a state of emer- 
gency in Tokyo and other 
areas will be extended until 
Sept. 12. The state of emer- 
gency has been in force since 
July 12 and was to end later 
this month. 

The Paralympics end on 
Sept. 5. 


“The surge in infections is 
reaching alarming record 
highs,” Suga said after meet- 
ing with other government 
ministers. 


On Friday, Tokyo logged 
5,773 cases, a new high. On 
Sunday, the Japanese capi- 
tal reported 4,295 cases. The 
rise in infections has severely 
strained the medical system. 
Experts say the situation is 
setting out of control and 
some call it “a disaster.” 


Japan has attributed 15,400 
deaths to COVID-19.

Dr. Haruo Ozaki, president 
of the Tokyo Medical Asso- 
ciation, said in an interview 
with regional newspaper To- 
kyo Shimbun published Sat- 
urday that a significant num- 
ber of people are still unvac- 
cinated, and characterized 
the virus situation for the 
Paralympics as worse than it 
was during the Olympics. 


Estimates suggest about 37% 
of the Japanese population 


has been fully vaccinated. 


Ozaki called having no fans 
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“ minimum necessity” and 
attributed the surge to the 
delta variant. 


He called holding the Para- 
lympics “a political decision, 
but the judgment by the me- 
dial side is that it will be dif- 
ficult.” 


“The Olympics,” Ozaki add- 
ed, “is a festival and might 
have affected the people in 
ways to loosen up and served 
as an indirect cause of rising 
cases.” 





Afghanistan's female footballers make tearful calls for help 


(AP) — In frantic phone 
calls and voice messages, 
Khalida Popal can hear 
the distress and tearful 
pleas for help. 


The football players in the 
Afghanistan women's na- 
tional team that Popal helped 
establish now fear for their 
lives after the Taliban swept 
to regain control of the coun- 
try after two decades. 


When they call, all Popal can 
do is advise them to flee their 
homes, escape from neigh- 
bors who know them as pio- 
neering players, and try to 
erase their history — particu- 
larly activism against the Tal- 
iban who are now re-estab- 
lishing the Islamic Emirate of 











Afghanistan. 





“I have been encouraging to 
take down social media chan- 
nels, take down photos, es- 
cape and hide themselves,” 
Popal told The Associated 
Press in a telephone interview 
from Denmark. “That breaks 
my heart because of all these 
years we have worked to raise 
the visibility of women and 
now I’m telling my women 
in Afghanistan to shut up and 
disappear. Their lives are in 
danger.” 


The 34-year-old Popal can 
barely comprehend the speed 
of the collapse of the Afghan 
government and the sense of 
being abandoned by Western 
nations who helped to topple 


the Taliban in 2001. Having 
fled with her family after the 
Taliban captured Kabul in 
1996, Popal returned to Af- 
ghanistan two decades ago 
as a teenager who had been 
living in a refugee camp in 
Pakistan. With the protection 
of the international commu- 
nity, Popal felt optimistic that 
women’s rights would be 
promoted. 


“My generation had the hope 
of building the country, de- 
veloping the situation for the 
next generation of women 
and men in the country,” she 
said. “So I started with other 
young women using football 
as a tool to empower women 
and girls.” 


By 2007, there were enough 
players for Popal to be part of 
Afghanistan’s first women’s 
national team. 


“We felt so proud of wearing 
the jersey,” Popal said. “It was 
the most beautiful, best feel- 
ing ever.” 


Popal encouraged her team- 
mates to use their platforms 
to speak out as escalating at- 
tacks were seeing the Taliban 
retake territory. 


“I received so many death 
threats and challenges be- 


cause I was quoted on the 
national TV,” she said. “I was 
calling Taliban our enemy.” 


Popal stopped playing in 2011 
to focus on coordinating the 
team as a director at the Af- 
ghanistan Football Associa- 
tion. But the threats contin- 
ued and she was eventually 
forced to flee Afghanistan to 
seek asylum in Denmark in 


2016. 


“My life was in great danger,” 
she said. 


But she never abandoned the 
female footballers, helping to 
expose physical and sexual 
abuse, death threats and rape 
that implicated the Afghani- 
stan federation leadership. 
The corruption in the sport 
was reflective of the shaky 
foundations of a country that 
has deteriorated rapidly af- 
ter the withdrawal of troops 
from the U.S.-led mission. 


“The women of Afghanistan 
believed in their promise 
but they left because there’s 
no more national interest. 
Why did you promise?” Po- 
pal asked. “This is what my 
girls crying and sending voice 
messages are saying. Why not 
say you would leave like this? 
At least we could protect our- 
selves.” 


An exasperated Popal sighs. 


“We would not have created 
enemies,” Popal said. “They 
are crying. They are just cry- 
ing ... they are sad. They are 
just like desperate. They have 
so many questions. What is 
happening to them isn’t fair. 





“They are hiding away. Most 
of them left their houses to 
go to relatives and hide be- 
cause their neighbors know 
they are players. They are 
sitting, they are afraid. The 
Taliban is all over. They are 
going around creating fear.” 


Popal is a world away but 
connected by the messages 
pinging into her phone of the 
Taliban. 


“They keep taking video and 
photos from the window 
showing they are just outside 
the home and that is very 
sad,” she said. 


It’s hard to even imagine Af- 
ghanistan, ranked 152nd by 
FIFA out of 167 women’s 
teams, playing again. 


“It’s been very painful to wit- 
ness when yesterday the gov- 
ernment surrendered,” Popal 
said. “Women lost hope.” 
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Barcelona's president says club's debt now at $1.6 billion 





(AP) — Barcelona’s presi- 
dent presented a grim pic- 
ture of the club’s financial 
situation on Monday, say- 
ing its debt had risen to 
1.35 billion euros ($1.6 bil- 
lion). 


Joan Laporta blamed the pre- 
vious administration of Jo- 
sep Bartomeu for the club’s 
“dramatic” situation that ulti- 


mately led to Lionel Messi’s 
departure. Laporta accused 
Bartomeu of countless “lies” 
and said he and his board of 
directors must be held ac- 
countable. 


Laporta said the club had 
losses of 481 million euros 
($567 million) and was left 
with a negative net worth of 
451 million euros ($532 mil- 


lion), making it difficult to 
negotiate with players. 


“Our salaries represent 103% 
of the club’s total income. 
That's 20% to 25% more than 
our competitors,” Laporta 
said in a news conference. 
“We have found ourselves in 
a difficult situation to renego- 
tiate the players” contracts.” 


The club lost star player Mes- 
si to Paris Saint-Germain this 
month because it could not 
give him a new contract that 
would fit within the Spanish 
league’s strict financial fair- 
play regulations. 


The club’s debt included al- 
most 390 million euros ($460 
million) related to player sal- 
aries, Laporta said. More than 
670 million euros ($790 mil- 
lion) was debts with banks, 
while some 40 million euros 
($47 million) was linked to 
membership losses. The im- 


pact of the coronavirus pan- 
demic was 91 million euros 


($107 million), he said. 


Laporta was among those 
targeted by some fans in the 
team's Spanish league opener 
on Sunday, when it defeated 
Real Sociedad 4-2. There 
were banners outside the 
Camp Nou criticizing Lapor- 
ta and accusing him of not 
doing enough to keep Messi. 


A few also criticized Bar- 
tomeu, who recently pub- 
lished a letter in which he de- 
nied any wrongdoing during 
his administration. Bartomeu 
resigned last year amid the fi- 
nancial strugeles and his fall- 
out with Messi. 


Gerard Piqué said Sunday 
he had to take a salary reduc- 
tion so the club could register 
some of its new players ahead 
of the opener against Socie- 
dad, and that other veteran 
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players such as Sergio Bus- 
quets, Jordi Alba and Sergi 
Roberto were expected to do 
the same. 


Laporta said the club intends 
to reduce salaries by about 
200 million euros ($235 mil- 
lion), and the focus for now 
will be on promoting youth 
players. Some of the play- 
ers signed in the offseason 
came as free agents, including 
Memphis Depay, Eric Garcia 
and Sergio Aguero. 


Laporta said that despite the 
“complicated” situation that 
the club is in, he thinks that 
in a couple of years it will all 
be resolved. 


“We are not scared at all. We 
are highly motivated,” he 
said. “It’s a big challenge but 
we are capable of overcoming 
it.” 





Wolfsburg thrown out of German Cup for using extra sub 


(AP) — WolfAugus- 
tus 2021sburg has been 
thrown out of the German 
Cup for fielding too many 
substitutes in its first- 
round win over Preussen 
Munster. 


The German soccer fed- 
eration said Monday that its 
sports court had decided to 
overturn Wolfsburg's 3-1 win 
and award a 2-0 victory to the 
fourth-division side. Wolfs- 
burg used six substitutions 
rather than the permitted five 
in the game on Aug. 8. 


“The clubs themselves are 
responsible for substitutions. 
One of their basic duties is 


to find out about substitu- 
tion options and to act ac- 
cordingly,” Stephan Ober- 
holz, deputy chairman of the 
sports court said. “Wolfsburg 
violated this duty and thus 
carelessly and avoidably com- 
mitted the central error by 
making the illegal sixth sub- 
stitution.” 


In his debut as Wolfsburg 
coach, Marc van Bommel 
made three substitutions in 
normal time against Miinster, 
then another three in extra 
time after his team equalized 
in the last minute for 1-1. Van 
Bommel brought on Admir 
Mehmedi for Maximilian 
Philipp in his sixth substitu- 


tion when the teams were 
still level, less than a minute 
before his team scored. 


Oberholz said Wolfsburg 
could not blame the mistake 
on the referees who allowed 
the substitution becuase “the 
central initial error is club’s 
fault.” 


The federation said Münster 
will play in the second round, 
though Wolfsburg said it 
wasn’t giving up. 


“We don’t agree with the de- 
cision and will now check le- 
gal options,” Wolfsburg chief 
executive Tim Schumacher 
said. 





Wolfsburg attempted to see 
the funny side of its mistake 
Saturday when it offered fans 
who bought five tickets for its 


Bundesliga game against Bo- 
chum a sixth ticket for free. 


The second-round draw 
takes place on Aug. 29. 





US forward Carli Lloyd announces retirement 





(AP) - Carli Lloyd made 
it official Monday and an- 
nounced her retirement from 
soccer. 


The 39-year-old forward for 
the U.S. national team had long 
hinted she would step away from 
the game following the Tokyo 
Olympics after a 16-year inter- 
national career. 


Lloyd scored a pair of goals in 
the U.S team’s 4-3 victory over 
Australia in the bronze medal 
game in Japan. 


Lloyd was the first American to 
score in four different Olym- 
pics, and her 10 total goals in the 


event set a new record among 
U.S. players. 


She has appeared in 312 matches 
for the national team, second on 
the all-time list, and has scored 
128 goals. 


Lloyd is probably best known for 
her three goals, all in the space of 
16 minutes, to lead the United 
States to a 5-2 victory over Japan 


in the 2015 World Cup final. 


She plans to play for the national 
team in a series of as-yet unan- 
nounced matches this fall, as 
well as finish out the season with 
her professional team, Gotham 


FC.
